‘Science and Civilisation’’ was the j; 


subject of an address, given by Professor R. 


W. Ditchburn, M.A. Ph.D., F.,T.C.D., the | ™ 


mewly-elected President of the Dublin Uni- 
. versity Experimental Science Association, at 
the opening meeting, held in Trinity College 
last night. 3 


Science, he said, was in itself a moral 7 


force which may be used to create condi- 
tions in which civilisation was possible, but 
‘ which, on the other hand, may be used to 
destroy an uffete civilisation. He defined 
science as the systematic and experimental 
study of our environment. The best defini- 
tion he could give of civilisation was that 1t 
was an advanced and enlightened stage in 
social development, the characteristic pro- 
perties of which were the existence of leisure 
and the cultivation of art and philosophy. 
Having considered how science created the 
conditions under which civilisation becams 
possible, he maintained that science, by 
technical progress, has made civilisation 
possible, and by her intellectual beauty had 
moulded and modified the best thought of 
modern civilisation. 

MENACING PROBLEMS. 

The advance of civilisatiosw created 
problems, failure to solve which brings 
about the downfall of effete civilisation, The | 
problems which menaced civilisation were 
the problems of war, of mal-distribution of 
wealth and of eugenics. Of the next. war, 
he said that if nations realised the danger 
they are in, they would know that it would: 
ba much better to lose in the first month 
than to win at the end of a year; for.if the 
war lasted a year it woald be a victory of 
the dying over the dead. Common-sense 
uiged disarmament witho:t waiting for agree- 
ments. Of mal-distribution of wealth, he 
said that the wide inequality of incomes 
which exists to-day pointed straight to 
_ disaster, and was the real cause of our chief 
social problems. 

CASE OF THE UNFIT. 

Dealing with eugenics, he pointed out that 
the unfit may not starve or die of exposure; 
they sought to prevent them taking their own 
lives, and they allowed—almost encouraged-— 
all but the very maddest to transmit their 
defects. Modern scientific advance and 
modern social organisation are changing 
man’s environment—in some ways, changing 
it for the worst, and in any case changing it 
too quickly. Also, they were protecting the 
worst stocks from destruction, and so causing 
a deterioration of the average. Science was, 
therefore, intimately connected with the chief 
problems of our civilisation. These problems 
were not created by science, but were a 
necessary part of undeveloped civilisation. 
Recent technical advances had been so rapid 
as to constitute a real menace to civilisation, 
but it would be impossible to stop the ad- 
vance of science. 

METHODS AND AIMS. 

What was the cure? There should be a 
Letter understanding of the methods and aims 
of science. Among the non-scientists there 
should be a new attitude to scientific study, 
and democracy, he thought, would have to 
give a fuller recognition to the position of 
the expert. and particularly to the scientific 
expert. There were certain questions of 
policy and government where the settling by 
vote was merely silly. They needed more 
scientific research. In the realm of pure 
physics and chemistry, and, above all, in the 
realm of biology and medicine, science has 
still more to give mankind—more, perhaps, 
than any of them could conceive. 

A BRILLIANT ADDRESS. 

Mr. F. W. Parks .proposing a vote of 
thanks to Professor Ditchburn, ‘said that 
though they heard many addresses in that 
hall by eminent men. none was more brilliant 
nor more cogenily reasoned than that which 
they heard that night. (Applause.) He did 
feel that the address was a message that 
should be broadcast to our day and genera- 
tion. He was very much impressed with the 
restrained way that Professor Ditchburn 
ialked about the aims of science, and it was 
for that audience to decide whether they 
were going to help in spreading that propa- 
ganda for scientific talk and scientific 
principles into their everyday life. He did 
not think there was any cause to be pessi- 
mistic as to the way the human race would 
face crises of the future. 

Professor T. Gilman Moorhead seconded. 
He agreed with the meaning given to civilisa- 
tion; that civilisation existed in places where 
justice, security and _ toleration were 
established, and he would make one addition 
to these three factors—the spirit of humanity. 
If civilisation were to spread, he felt that it 
was not so much that science must spread, as 
that particular spirit of humanity, and he 
eould not help feeling that, as that spirit of 
humanity developed, it would bring, at any 
rate, the fullest spiritual civilisation. 


THE SCIENCE OF MEDICINE. 
Proceeding to deal with what his particular 
protession—medicine—had done, he said he 
would: like to congratulate Professor Ditch- 


burn on his suggestion that a certain amount, 


of science should be taught as far as possible 
to every person who was mentally capable 
of receiving it, and for many years he had 
advocated the teaching of physiology, a smali 
amount of which would do much to rescue 
the human race from quackery and mysticism, 
which caused a great deal of harm. The 
science of medicine had made possible ihe 


success of the Panama Canal, the original® 


failure being due to the number of diseases 
which prevailed in the region. 

With a more stationary population, it was 
absolutely necessary that they should. as far 
as possible, pay attention to the science of 
eugenics. In their humanitarian outlook, they 
preserved the weakling and the mentally 
deficient, and he felt strongly that, in 
developing their civilisation, they should take 
care that the mentally deficient should not 
propagate their kind, He jas —not 
talking of people who became insane; for -“; 
was quite possible that the cloud which 
affected one’s mental powers would pass 
away, and that he would become sane again, 
but they definitely knew that a child once 
mentally defective was going to -be defec- 
tive throughout its life.

Colours in Advertising. 


We have, I think, been slow to realise 
that our associations and experiences with 
colour in everyday life determine to a 
considerable. extent our colour prefer- 
ences. This fact has been deinonstrated 
by many recent experiments. In the field 
of advertising, especially, the effects of 
colour have been carefully studied; and, 
as a result, it has been found that the 

ublic prefers different colours for 

ifferent types of articles advertised. For 
example, yellow and green are preferred 
for soap; yellow and purple for perfume ; 
and yellow and red for chocolates and 
sweets. It has also been demonstrated 
that the combination of yellow with blue 
and red with green are preferred by both 
men and women alike. Black and white, 
of course; form the safest—and, incident- 
ally, the most simple—media for pub- 
licity; for whereas many-hued designs 
may occasionally offend the peculiar 
colour sense of highly artistic individuals, 
ebony on cream. or vice versa, rarely fails 
to attract attention, and is, therefore, the 
sag popular preference of the public of to- 

y. 
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Ghe Genesis of “John Bull.’ 


This national nickname for the figure 
that has come to be adopted as the 
typical bluff example of an Englishman, 
is derived from the political allegory 
entitled, “‘The History of John Bull,”’ 
written by Dr. John Arbuthnot, and 
published in 1712. Arbuthnot, physician 
and wit, the friend of Swift and 
Pope, lived between 1667 and 1735. 
He took his degree at St. Andrews in 
1696, and afterwards settled in London. 
Accident called him into attendance on 
Prince George of Denmark; in 1705 he 
was appointed physician to the Queen, 
and her death in 1714 was a severe blow 
to his prosperity.

Sin.—Lord Longford, as an individual, is 
quite entitled to make his protest; but he 
probably did not read the Archbishops’ letter 
very carefully, or he would have understood 
that they were not mereiy giving their own 
opinion, but were representing the Church 
of Ireland, and have behind them the 
unanimous support not only of the Standing 
Committee, but of the General Synod. They 
were simply doing their dutv to their Church ; 
and many of us think that it was quite time 
that the Church of Ireland made it clear 
that it is not subservient to any political 
party, and will not be deterred by any 
motives of expediency from expressing its 
oo on matters affecting the welfare of the 
State. 

Lord Longford speaks of the appeal to the 
Privy Council “as representing the last 
humiliating vestiges of Ireland’s subordina- 
tion to’ England.” Does Canada, does 
Australia or any of the other States of the 
British Commonwealth feel humiliated by it? 
Does the Church of the majority, for instance, 
feel humiliated by its subordination to the 
great Church of Rome? Is not an appeal to 
Rome regarded as a safeguard? And what 
is ‘‘ Ireland ”? Is it not humiliating to find 
a map of Ireland and “ Eire” on the Free 
State stamps, while the Free State Govern- 
ment cannot command the allegiance of an 
important part of it? Irish Protestants and 
Irish Unionists are proud of their connection 
with the British Empire or Commonwealth, 
and have no desire to sever that connection, 
though they have no great love for, or trust 
in, British stalesmen. The argument that 
Lord Longford uses—‘‘ Trust your fellow- 
cotintrymen ’’—~seems to mean, ‘‘ Cut every 
strand that binds you to England, and accept 
a republic.” If that is his meaning, let him

It is in our latter 
capacity that we enjoy the right—a very 
precious right—of direct appeal to His 
Majesty, the supreme head of the Empire. It 
is a fact that there do exist sane and in- 
telligent people to whom this link, or any 
link with the Empire, is disagreeable, and to 
whom the attendant advantages of citizenship 
mean nothing. From a perusal of Lord Long- 
ford’s letter one can only assume that he 
takes up his stand with these, but let me 
humbly impress on his lordship that there are 
many who think differently and regard the 
whole matter less as an international one 
than as a direct, attack on the liberties they 
enjoy. 

it is not a clever game for a small man— 
or, indeed, a man of any size—persistently to 
annoy a lion with pin-pricks, even an ex- 
cessively amiable lion.

EDUCATION IN THE FREE STATE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Recently you expressed some editorial 
surprise that the parents of children attend- 
ing primary and secondary schools in the 
Saorstat were not more vocal in expressing 
their opinions of the educational system they 
pay so much for. As one such parent (and 
not as an educational expert), I venture to 
give tongue. 

This, we are told ad nauseam, is an agricul- 
tural country. We want, therefore, our 


schools to produce, in the main, farmers who 


know their business and are prepared to do 
it. To help the farmers and preserve a 
proper trade balance we want craftsmen of 
various kinds, mechanics, engineers and the 
like. We will, no doubt, require also some 
rofessional men and 
shopkeepers. Of all these, the type we can 
do with least of is the last, since they pro- 
duce nothing and must be maintained by the 
community. So far as our present system of 
education is designed to produce anything, it 
seems to me to designed to produce 
lawyers, doctors, teachers and bank officials, 
not to mention politicians. When a country 
boy leaves school his eyes are set on the 
rofession, 
and he has the feeling that it is only the fool 
who stops on the land or takes up any 
manual work. The parents apparently thin 
likewise. 

At one fell swoop last May seventy 
attorneys were let loose on the land. Last 
week added unother forty to the roll. In 
this one year about 125 solicitors have 
blossomed, or five to evory county. It is the 
same with every other profession, only more 
so. The cry, of course, was that the poor 
man’s son must have his chance. In the 
result the chance he has got to make a living 
at a profession is far worse than his father 
had on the land or at whatever respectable 
trade he followed. Oh! for the mediaval

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It is when one comes to consider the 
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is empty of them and the work 
despised. Instead, the primary schools turn 
ont a horde of girls who can do nothing for 
themselves or anyone else on this side of the 
Atlantic Ocean. Their eyes also are fixed on 
the ‘‘city and suburbs,’’ as witness your 
advertisement columns day by day. Yet I 
have seen in a report of the Divisional 
Inspector of Schools for Kerry, Limerick 
and Clare in the past month a lament that 
“Rural Science is only taught in five per 
cent. of the schools of the Division.” 
** Needlework is well done, but not so well 
as when more time was given to it.” “The 
Inspector at Ennis reports that cookery is 
only taught in nineteen girls’ schools out of 
ninety-seven in his area.”

There may te 
scores of excellent reasons of high educational] 
policy for all these things, but they should 
not hold water in a country which produces 
scores of ‘‘ white collar” job men and 
women, but educates no calculable number of 
agriculturalists, manual craftsmen or domestic

STATE LOTTERIES IN IRELAND... 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—It may not be without passing in- 
terest to know, apropos of the impending 
Irish Free State Public Charitable Hospitals’ 
Sweepstake, that the promoters after all are 
only in a sense reviving an old and popular 
institution that once flourished here. Before 
the Union State lotteries were frequent and 
fashionable, It is said that Luke White, a 
celebrated and broadminded bookseller in 
Dublin, who was the ancestor of a now en- 
nobled family, won £200,000 in an Irish State 
lottery. 

I find in a recent biography of that once 
celebrated pre-Victorian authoress, Mary 
Russell Mitford, that, when a little girl, she 
was induced, by her speculative father, a 
doctor, to take a ticket in the Irish Lottery 
of that day, and that she was successful in 
thereby winning £20,000. Her father cruelly 
appropriated his gifted daughter’s lucky 
winnings and squandered every penny oj the 
money. He had previously spent his wife’s 
fortune, and he was evidently a hopeless 
spendthrift. The latest biographer of Miss 
Mitford, Miss Hill, describes Dr. Mitford as 
a ‘‘ gluttonous, bibulous, amorous old man ”.— 
a harsh but not untrue description of him. 

He put some of the lucky gains of his 
daughter to curious account. He got an 
elaborate dinner service of Wedgwood China 
made specially for himself, and he had the 
pres bayeancce of the lottery ticket stamped 
on all the soup and dinner plates in gold and, 
side by side with it, an artistic reproduction 
of the Irish harp and shamrocks, the whole 
design being surrounded by the Mitford arms 
and encircled by the motto of Sir John Mit- 


came over with the Conqueror. Some of that 
celebrated dinner service is yet extant, I be- 
lieve Miss Mitford was a giited writer 
Her first work was ‘‘ Lyrical Ballads,” and 
that was published in 1798. This was followed 
in 1824 by ‘Our Village,” which for years 
had a great sale and is yet to be come across 
in country houses and extracts from it, in

. PROTECTION OF GAME. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srg,— The report in your issue of Saturday, 
the 8th instant, of the meeting of an “ Inter- 
national Council of the Chase” at Paris 
should interest all sportsmen in this country. 
When all is said and done, we rely mainly 
for our shooting on immigrant birds, and 
the maintenance of an adequate supply is 
more a matter for international than merely 
national action. A close season for snipe and 
woodcock breeding in Ireland does not help 
us much if, as one suspects, the majority of 
our home-bred birds leave us for practically 
the whole of the shooting season. 

The protection of migratory game birds, 
not only during their actual breeding 
seasons, but during their flights to their 
breeding grounds, is one for international 
investigation and reciprocal legislation. If 
the Irish Free State is not already repre- 
sented at the meetings of this International 
Council, it clearly should be. If one of the 
results of our participation should be the 
extension of the close season in this country 
to embrace the month of February, when 
such of the migrant game birds as elect to 
remain and breed with us are already paired 
and settling down, I imagine that few sports- 
men who have taken the trouble to study the 
matter will object.—Yours, etc.,

The twenty men rushed at the head of 
the parade as it came level with Liffey 
street. They first seized a Union Jack 
and threw it into the River Liffey. They 
they attempted to catch hold of two 
British Legion standards about ten yards 
down the line, and for about a quarter 
of an hour the fight for the standards 
was maintained furiously. One of the 
standards was torn from the flag staff, 
while the other “tandard disappeared out 
of sight in the strugghng mass. Stern 
opposition was put up by the ex-Service 
men, who retrieved their damaged 
standards and gave the young men a bad 
heating. The raiders then retreated down 
Liffey street and into adjoining lanes, 
some seeking shelter in houses and shops. 
They were followed by the ex-Service men, 
and one or two of them were caught and 
given a thrashing. The fighting lasted for 
about half an hour altogether, and in the 
course of it shopkeepers put up their 
shutters and so protected their windows 
from being broken.

| Exen during the German-occupation of 
the country the tendency towards a cleav- 
age. between the French and Flemish- 
speaking sections of the nation was not 
wholly absent. The Germans played upon 
it to the utmost, but, happily, Belgian 
patriotism as a rule was equal to the strain. 


Nevertheless, while the Germans failed 


a faint legacy of racial and ‘linguistic un- 
easiness behind them when they were 
driven out in 1918. For a moment national 
joy obscured the trouble, but since then 
the language question has been growing 
steadily more acute. -As is usual in. such 
cases, its symptoms appear mostly in 
matters of educational administration, 
and the affair of the Ghent professors 
is the sort of crisis with which Belgian 
statesmen are required to cope with 
increasing frequency. In Government 
circles there is an inclination, implied 
rather than actual, to regard the Flemish 
language movement as anti-national. This 
view of the matter probably is unjust ; in- 
deed, if there is any truth in it, the fault 
may be blamed upon official tactlessness 
as much as upon Flemish irreconcilability. 
To-day, however, there is a certain bitter- 
ness among the Flemings, which, unless it 
is counteracted by wise and conciliatory 
legislation, is likely to develop into a grave 
issue. The Flemings are no insignificant 
minority, and they possess associations 
with the past that are capable of 
dangerous resurrection. 

Belgium’s problem must be recognised 


| at once’ as what it really is—a clash of 


cultures. The Flemings are of Teutonic 
and the French-speaking Walloons. of 
Romance origin—two stocks that never 
have been mixed with conspicuous success. 
Yet there is no reason why they should 
not dwell together in all amity as patriotic 
Belgians, provided that their cherished 
sensibilities are not offended. Already 
they have endured much together. When, 
in 1830, Belgium achieved her independ- 
ence as a result of the Walloons’ de- 
termination not to endure Dutch 
sovereignty, it was the support of the 
Flemings which made independence 
possible. In the Great War Fleming and 
Walloon again stood shoulder to shoulder 
and rejoiced with one voice at the final 
victory. It would be a tragedy if the 
French element in the Walloons, by its 
jealous outlook, should undo the work of so 
many years. Differences of culture between 
two peoples who live cheek by jowl with 
each other cannot be viewed with the calm 
detachment of an Immanuel Kant. On

British Shipyards. 


The shadow of “rationalisation ’’ looms 
darkly over the shipyards of Great 
Britain. During recent years foreign com- 
petition has undermined the shipbuilding 
industry ; and the British yards that once 
despatched vessels to sail the seas under 
the flag of every nation have fallen on 
evil days. A few months ago certain 
shipbuilding interests, perturbed about 
the future, organised a ‘* concentration 
company,” kndwn as National Ship- 
‘builders’ Security, Limited, in an effort 
to improve the efficiency of the industry. 
Yesterday representatives of this organisa- 
tion, with representatives of the shipyard 
trade unions and of the Shipbuilding 
Employers’ Federation, met to confer on 
the prospects of the yards and to discuss 
plans for their salvation. The new com- 
pany’s object, in brief, is “to eliminate 
redundant capacity and to secure more 
economical costs by the resultant concen-

Forms of Censorship. 

We report to-day another Irish instance 
of mob censorship. Some persons, whose 
patriotic feeling was outraged by Mr. 
O’Casey’s realism, stormed a picture-house 
at Limerick and burnt the film of “Juno 
and the Paycock.’’ Probably Mr. O’Casey’s 
comment on this incident would agree with 
our own. It convicts the perpetrators of 
defects not less flagrant than any which 
his cruellest observation has found in the 
Irish character. In Ireland and every- 
where else the -self-appointed moral. re~ 
former, with little education and ‘less sense 
of humour, is a wholly displeasing figure. 
What a contrast is here with the French- 
man’s handling of similar situations! 
France has no dramatic censorship, and 
sometimes a play is produced which gives 
offence to public or private taste. There 
are no demonstrations, no threats or warn- 
‘ings; but always, within two or three 
days, the offending.play is withdrawn and 
is seen no more. Last week, in Paris, a 
play which, while morally blameless, gave 
an uncomplimentary representation of a 
police .officer, was withdrawn after two 
performances. The Paris Correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph explains the 
method of extinction in such cases; it 
is infallible and we]l within the law. In 
France the regulations concerning fire and 
other accidents are so strict and so com- 
plicated that few plates of amusement 
can obey them to the letter. If a play,

withdrawn immediately, the lessee is apt 
to receive a visit from a public inspector ; 
and a report follows which demands some 
costly process of rebuilding. Naturally, 
the risk of such visits is shunned. Again, 
a disturbance in a theatre may condemn 
a play as inciting to breaches of the 
peace; and it has been suggested that 
police in plain clothes can create such 
disturbances. Thus, while France boasts 
her freedom from dramatic censorship, an 
absurd of villainous policeman is a rara 
avis on the French stage. We wonder, by

They behaved 
with majestic propriety until, as they 
passed King’s College, a truly challenging 
object caught their eyes. It was a 
students’ mascot—the life-sized figure of 
a lion, painted red, with rampant mane 
and tail. Instantly the dauntless 
elephants—stirred, perhaps, by some 
atavistic memory—made straight for the 
heraldic monster. One of them seized it 
in his trunk and dashed it to the. ground, 
whereupon all four solemnly trampled it 
into dust. Then, with perfect decorum, 
they renewed their places in the pro- 
cession; but in the meanwhile the crowd 
had stampeded, and thirty persons were 
hurt. The elephant is a mysterious 
mixture of passion and sagacity, It was 
observed that one of these four disliked 
the legend ‘‘ Imports’? which was blazoned 
on his howdah. Presently he took counsel 
with his colleagues, and, lowering his 
hindquarters, allowed his burden to slide 
gently to the ground, where he left it—an 
economic lesson to the capital of the 
Empire.

There was in 
Australia a wide field for the extension of 
British industry. 

“ With regard to the general question 
of inter-imperial trade,” he said, “I be- 
lieve that preferential tariffs are not the 
only methods whereby this trade can be 
developed, but in my opinion they con- 
stitute the principal method. Another

EFFECT ON BRITISH TRADE. 


Mr. E. F. Wise (Labour, Leicester 
East), in the House of Commons yester- 
day, asked the Prime Minister whether 
any estimate had been made, and could be 
furnished to the House, of the effect on 
employment in the country likely to result 
from the financial and fiscal measures 
that now are being undertaken by the 
Australian Governments as a result of the 
recent negotiations between those Govern- 
ments and banking interests in this 
country. 

Mr. Macdonald replied that he did not 
think that any useful estimate could be 
made of the effect on employment in this 
measures which the 
Australian Governments had thought fit 
to take, or might think fit to take, in the 
light of the ecqnomic situation. 

Mr. Wise asked whether, having regard 
to the fact that, in the first quarter in 
which these measures were becomin 
operative, exports to Australia ha 
dropped to half, he did not think that this 
was a matter of very great importance to 
employment in this country.

The new department, under Sir 
Horace Wilson, was designed to reorganise 
the industry, and, of course, it must study 
the financial facilities, but that did not 
mean that the Government was directly 


"involved in the finance.

Immediately after the Mass tlie 
De Profundis was sung, and the prayer 
for the King was recited. The chiming of 
the Cathedral clock hushed every sound 
in the vast building, since the great con- 
gregation was already on its knees. The 
silence was so deep that the reverberations 
of distant maroons in the suburbs sounded 
quite near. The Service was attended by 
many well known people, for whom 
places were reserved under the dome. 


The Sale of Poppies. | 


It is impossible to compute the financial 
results 98 to-day's sale of poppies in 
London, but the sum must be very large, 
since the wearing of the flower was almost 
universal. Here and there persons 
were unadorned with the emblem, but 
these were so few that they stood out 
prominently at once. A new departure in 
connection with the poppies is the building 
up of wreaths. At the Royal Exchange 
there stood a great green wreath tied with 
the colours of the London regiments, and 
the people bought poppies and placed them 
in it. At Victoria Station a wreath in the 
form of the Victoria Cross was built up, 
and later was taken to the Cenotaph by 
Sir Ian Hamilton. The most moving sight 
of Poppy Day, however, was the green 


was strewn thickly with poppies planted 
by passers-by round a wooden cross 
brought from the grave of an unknown 
soldier in Flanders. 


The Round Table Conference. 


A most optimistic view is taken in 
Government circles about the prospects o! 
the Round Table Conference on India, 
which will be opened by the King to- 
morrow. In official circles there is much 
gratification that the Conference is creating 
great interest in India, even among the 
sometime critical and sometimes hostile 
section opposing the whole idea that. the 
Conference postulates. - Apart from this 
fact, the Government is encouraged greatly 
by the demonstrations of good-will 
revealed during the preliminary and 
informal conversations which have taken 

lace among the delegates during the past 
ew days, and have inspired a g x that 
the proceedings will not last so long as 
was expected. The long despatch from the 
Government of India, in some quarters 
known as the Viceroy’s memorandum, 
probably will be presented to the delegates 
on Thursday, and may become available 
fo? publication on the following day. It 
has n suggested that the chair at the 
Conference meetings will be taken by the 
Prime Minister, but I learn to-day that 
this is not at all certain, since the Con- 
ference will be completely autonomous, 
will elect its own chairman, and will de- 
termine its own methods of procedure and 
publicity. 


Hospitality for the Delegates. 


The sixty delegates from India, repre- 
senting sixteen States, together with forty- 
six delegates from British India, including 
two ladies, are guests of the State, and the 
Government is particularly anxious that 
the great traditions of hospitality and 
kindness shown in Indian life shall be re- 
flected in due measure in the quality of 
the entertainment accorded to the delegates 
in this country. It was pointed out in 
official quarters to-day that, since many 
of the delegates, inspired by a high sense 
of patriotism, have come over here from 
India at great political risk, their self- 
sacrifice ought to be appreciated warmly. 
The Government has set an example by its 
arrangement of a reception for the dele- 
gates at Lancaster House, which will be 
attended by some hundreds of guests. 


Trade Union Probleme. 


Efforts to merge all trades unions con- 
cerned in the transport industry into one 
large organisation have made no progress, 
ond in some respects the interests of the 
various bodies are op to one another. 
Road traffic workers and railwaymen have 
their own ideas, and they are unlikely to 
join societies which include competing in- 
terests. The railway shopmen,: too, are 
less inclined to act with the Nationa! 
Union of Railwaymen, and the latter 
body’s new programme does not meet with 
the approval of the craft unions connected 
with the railways. One point of disagree- 
ment relates to the short time question. 
The N.U.R. is committed to a policy of 
“the guaranteed week,’’ but the craft 
unions are not averse from a spread over of 
work among a greater number of men in 
order to avoid discharges. 

Shipping Reports, _ 

Reports that a greet combination of 
the leading British shipping compantes has 
been formed, which will operate as one con- 
cern to meet foreign competition, are not 
confirmed, and it seems that their scope 
has been too wide. Some degree of com- 
bination has been arranged, but so far it 
relates to winter sailings, when traffic is on 
a lower scale than it is in the summer 
season ; and whether it will be continued 
in a more general form next year has not 
been decided. Three of the large com- 
panies whose ships sail from the Mersey 
on the Atlantic route will arrange their 
sailings for the next few months so that 
fewer vessels will be employed ; but every 
one will operate indendiiontiy, so that its

- THE KING'S INTEREST. 
The: Times of to-day observes in a lead- 
ing article:—The-decision of His Majesty 
the King-Emperor to open the Indian Con- 
ference in person this morning is a matter 
for profound satisfaction, both in India 
and in this country. | 

The presence of the Sovereign, who has 
‘twice visited India and has at all times 
shown his deep interest in Indian affairs, 
must invest the ceremony with the 


immense national and imperial signifi- 
cance, and with a dignity which, it may 
be hoped, will mark all the subsequent 
proceedings at the Conference. 

The importance of the issues to be 


Indian States delegations from next week 
onwards cannot, indeed, be exaggerated. 
They transcend all considerations of party 
politics or personal interests at home and 
in the Indian Empire; for this Confer- 
ence marks a new epoch in the relations 
between this country and India. It is 
hardly too much to say that the con- 
i tinuance, of these relations in any toler- 
able form may largely depend upon the 
success Of the delegates in reaching agree- 
ment.° 


THE BRITISH-INDIAN DELEGATION. 
The British delegation is strong in 
individuals, proceeds The Times.

There need be no 
question, of course, of any necessary 
antagonism between the British and the 
Indian point of view of a British, as 
opposed to an Indian, “front.” But a 
general understanding among the British 
delegates about their collective attitude 
towards the major questions is clearly the 
first step to a successful Conference, and 
it is unfortunate that the Prime Minister 
should have been too much oceupied to 
hold; as. yet, a single meeting with his 
‘dozén colleagues of the British parlia- 
mentary delegation. It is doubtful 
whéther he has even been able to talk 
things out thoroughly with his fellow- 
Ministers. Yet their participation in th: 
discussions can hardly be limited to the 
passive réle of listeners; nor can the 
representatives of the Opposition parties, 
who appear to have done their utmost to 
get in touch with one another, be left to 
speak alone for opinion in this country.

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MR. HOOVER OK 
THE OUTLOOK. 


“MUST WAGE PEACB 
CONTINUOUSLY.” 
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From REUTER $ CORREAPONDHNT. 
” WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 


“ We must wage peace as continuously 
and with the same energy as they, the 
heroic dead, wa war,” President 
Hoover told the nation to-day in his speech 
at the Armistice Day Memorial Service. 

The outlook for peace, he said, was 
happier than it had been for half a 
century, “yet we cannot overlook the 
iact,” he added, “ that the nations in 
many ways are always potentially in con- 
flict. Our duty is tó seek ever new and 
widening opportunities to insure the world 
against the horror and irretrievable 
wastage of war.” 

President Hoover then proceeded to sum 
up the opportunities which were now at 
hand. To begin with, he referred very 
briefly to the London Naval Treaty. The 
year 1930, he said, was notable in the 
annals of peace in that it had disposed of 
one of those major fictions, competition 
in naval construction, and had made a 
sensible advance in the reduction of war- 
ships. 


INTERNATIONAL TREATIES. 


The Kellog-Briand Pact he described 
as one of the most potent instruments for 
peace which the world had ever forged 
for itself. Referring to the fact that there 
had been much discussion as to the 
desirability of some further extension of 
the Pact, he said, “I do not say that 
some such further step may not some day 
come about. Less dramatic, but possibly 
even more sure, is the day-to-day 
strengthening and buttressing of the Paet 
by the extension from one nation to 
another of treaties which, in time of 
friction, assure that resort will be had te 
well-tried processes of competent negotia- 
tion, conciliation and arbitration. 

‘* It is our purpose to develop in every 
way the use of arbitration and conciliation 
agreements in our relations with fora 
nations. It is my belief that the world 
will have become firmly interlocked with 
such agreements within a very few years, 
and that it will become an accepted 
principle of international law that 
disputes between nations, which it had 
not been possible to determine through 
the ordinary channels of diplomacy, shall 
in future be submitted to arbitration or 
to international conciliation commissions. 


THE WORLD COURT. 


The World Court is now a strongly- 
established institution amongst forty-five 
nations. Its permanence is assured, and 
from it there is steadily growing a body 
of precedent decisions and acceptance of 
law in the formulation of which we should 
have a part, not alone in our interests, 
but in the advancement of - 

Not forgetting his proposal that food 
‘supplies should be immune from inter- 
ference in time of war, and that the 
security of such supplies should be 
guaranteed by neutral transport and 
management, President Hoover said: “‘A 
year ago I made a suggestion of a practical 
contribution in settlement of the age- 
old controversy of the freedom of the seas. 
I proposed it, not alone on humane 
grounds, but so that the haunting fears of 
the nations who must live from over the 
sea might be relaxed, and so that the 
sacrifices which they make for naval 
strength might be lessened. 

Our food supplies are assured, and it is, 
therefore, from “us a disinterested pro- 
posal. It would make for the prevention 
of as well as the limitation of war.” 

The Memorial Service at which Presi- 
dent Hoover’s speech was delivered was 
part of the annual conference of the World 
Alliance for International Friendship 
through the Churches. 


NAVAL REDUCTION. 


The Navy Department took advantage 
of Armistice Day to announce that six 
more destroyers had been struck off the 
Navy List as part of the department’s 
programme to bring the fleet within the 
limitatiions prescribed in the Treaty of 
London.

WAR OF {NDEPENDENCE 
DEAD ALSO HONOURED. 


From REvTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BRUSSELS, Tuesday. 

Armistice Day was celebrated to-day with 
special ceremonial, this year being the cen- 
tenary of Beigian independence. MDelega- 
tions of various ex-Service men’s organisa- 
tions, among them members of the British 
Legion, marched to the tomb of the Un- 
known Warrior here and laid wreaths on the 
monument. A large wreath was deposited 
by Lieutenant-General Giron on behalf of 
the Anclo Beigian Committee of the Imperial 
War Graves Commission. 

A deputation of the worst injured ex- 
Service men, after laying a wreath at the 
tomb cf the Unknown Warrior, visited the 
memorial of the dead of the War of In- 
dependence in the Place des Martyrs. Here 
a guard of honour had been formed by 
bearers of sacred torches brought by relay 
from all points of: the country. 

The members of the Government and the 
Royal Family were present at the ceremony 
of the tomb of the Unknown Warrior, which 
took place at eleven o'clock. King Albert 
placed a wreath of chrysanthemums on the 
tomb and remained at the saiute for a 
minute, while guns fired a volley and bands 
played the national anthem, the ‘ Braban- 
conne.”” 

The Ministers also laid wreaths and then 
left the sguare, with the exception of the 
Minister ot National Defence, who remained 
to receive there the bearers of the sacred 
torches, who came from the Elace des 
Martyrs: The public then filed past the 
tomb of the Unknown Warrior.

Because of a protest from residents, it 
is unlikely that the memorial to the vic- 
tims of the Lusitania disaster will he 
erected on Casement square, wn. 
. Mr. Jerome Connor, the Irish sculptor, 
was cOmmissioned over .. year ago by Mr. 
Vanderbilt, the Ame:ican millionaire, 
and other persons in the United States, 
to design a memorial, the site of 
erection being a matter which was left 
for further consideration. 
Connor’s design, which satisfied those 
Americans who lost relatives in the disas- 
ter, was accepted, and tien Mr. Connor 
suggested that since the majority of the 
(sad ‘bodies found after the Lusitania had 
gone’ down’ had been Jandéd at Queens- 
town, and given burial hete, Queenstown 
would be the most suitable ‘place for ihe 
erection of the mémoria#l; ~~": 

URBAN COUNCIL'S AUTHORITY. 

Washington and Ney York had pre- 
viously been suggested, but eventually 
Queenstown was selected, cnd Mr. Connor 
was itistructed to apply to the local urban 
authority for permission io  ~rect 
the memorial in one of the i:wn 
squares. The Town Council gave 
Casement square as the site, and 
congratulated Mr. Connor on his success- 
ful cfforts to have the memorial built 
here, on the very spot where the bodies 
were laid awaiting identification. 

For the past few months Mr. Connor 
has been working here. First, he set up 
a wooden model, and then prepared his 
plans for the erection of the memorial. 
Now the inhabitants of the square have 
signed a protest against its erection, and 
forwarded it to the Urban Council. They 
state that the memorial is bigger in sise. 
than Mr. Connor stated when he made, 
application for the site, and that, if it is 
erected here, it will obstruct the view of 
the business houses immediately behind 
the memorial. 

It means, they say, that people will not 
see the shops in the square, and that the 
shopowners’ will . consequently suffer 
through loss of trade. In fact, they | 
think that Casement square is not at all 
a suitable place for a memorial of this 
nature, and that the proper place for it 
is in the cemetery on ghe top of the hill, | 
where eight hundred victims are buried. 

A MATTER OF BUSINESS. 

One of the signatories to the protest 
told me to-day that Casement square was 
altegether too small for the monument, 
which, if .exected there, would almost &ll. 
up the square. There vas nothing politi- 
cal, he said, in the protest. It was made 
as a matter of business. There were other 
more suitable sites on which it could be 
erected, and he did not see why it should 
be placed in a spot that was considered by | 
the petitioners to be altogether unsuitable. 

There are six public-houses in Casement 
square, as well as a few provision shops. 

The Town Clerk of Queenstown in- | 
formed me that the Council had decided, 
to invite a deputation of the traders to a 
special meeting, where their case could 
be fully explained and a decision taken 
whether the order of the Council 
giving authority for the erection of the | 
memorial on the square should be. 
revoked. This meeting will be held 
to-morrow night, and much will depend | 
on the decision. 

LOCAL FEELING. 

If the permission is revoked, it is 
possible that the memorial may not be; 
erected here at al], but will be taken to 
one of the American cities. 

The predominant feeling in Queens- 


i town is that, since the town is only a few 


miles from the scene of the wreck, the 
memorial should be erected here, and 
many people agree that Casement square 
is the most suitable place as a site. The 
Square is in the centre of the town, an 
immediately opposite the landing stage 
for the tenders that’ meet the Atlanti 
liners. The memorial would be the first 
thing to meet the eyes of American 
tourists, who, coming to this country for 
holidays, would first pay reverence to the 
memory of their fellow-countrymen who 
were drowned when the Lusitania sank. 


THE INVERCLYDE 
SUIT. 


ARGUMENTS IN THE 
DIVORCE COURT. 


——-3— 


The hearing was. resumed in the Divorce 
Court, London, yesterday of the summons 
taken out by Lord Inverclyde, to obtain de- 
cision on the question whether his wife, Lady 
Inverclyde (June, the actress), can bring pro- 
ceedings for a decree of nullity of her mar- 
riage and obtain alimony pending trial in 
England, he being a domiciled Scotsman. 

Lord Inverclyde, through his counsel, Mr. 
Norman Birkett, K.C., contended that the 
English courts had no jurisdiction and could 
not deal with the matter. The parties were 
married at St. Columba’s Church (Church of 
Scotland) in Pont street, London, in March, 
1929, and lived in London, Scotland, and else- 
where. Lady Inverclyde alleged that the 
marriage had never been consummated. 

Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C., continued his 
arguments in support of his contention on 
behalf of Lord Inverclyde, that there was a 
great difference between a suit for nullity and 
a divorce suit. 

THE ENGLISH LAW 

Mr. Cotes Preedy, K.C., for Lady Inver- 
clyde, contended that the present application 
should be dismissed under the decided ruling 
of the English Courts. Under the English 
law, Lady Inverclyde was entitled to apply 
for alimony pending trial, and to get security 
for her costs. 

Mr. Justice Bateson pointed out that a 
summons for directions could he taken out, 
and he (the Judge) could dismiss the present 
application. On a pure technicality, the 
Judge gave leave for Lord Inverclyde to 
take out a summons for directions to-day. 

Mr. Preedy submitted that Lady Inverclyde 
was an Englishwoman, and lived in England, 
and was married in London. Therefore, that 
Court had power to deal with the petition for 
nullity. 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day.

COPYRIGHT ACT AND 
FREE STATE. 


AN ORDER IN COUNCIL. 


An Order in Couneil under the Copy- 
right Act, 1911, published in last night's 
London Gazette states that :— 

“Whereas His Majesty in Council is 
satisfied that the law of the Irish Free 
State—that is to say, the Industrial and 
Commercial Property. Protection Act, 
1927, Number 16 of 1927; the Industrial 
and Commercial Property Protection 
Amendment Act, 1929, Number 13 of 
1929; and an Order of the Governor- 
General in Council thereunder, entitled 
the Copyright (United Kingdom and 
British Dominions) Order, 1930—provides 
adequate protection for the works, 
whether published or unpublished, of 
authors he at the time of thé making of 
the works were British subjects resident 
in the parts of His Majesty’s Dominions 
to which this Order applies ; 

‘* Now, therefore, His Majesty is pleased 
by, and with the advice of, his Privy 
Council to order, and it is hereby ordered, 
as follows :— 

. “ (1) The Copyright Act, 1911, includ- 
ing the provisions.as to existing works, 
shall, subject to the provisions of the said 
Act and of this Order, app 

“ (a) To. works first published in. 
the Irish Free State in like manner. 
as if they were first published within 
the parts of His Majesty’s- Dominions 
to which the said Act extends ; 

“ (b) To unpublished works of 
authors who were at the time of the 
making of the works resident within 
the Irish Free State: 

“ Provided that, in the case of any 
literary or dramatic works in the Irish 
language, the right, after the expiration 
of ten years from the date of first publica- 
tion of the work or of the last instalment 
of the work, to prevent the production, ‘re- 
production or publication of any transla- 
tion in the English language of the work 
shall be conditional upon the publication 
before the expiration of the above- 
mentioned period, and within the parts of 
His Majesty’s Dominions. to which this 
Order applies, of an authorised translation 
of the work in the English lan » 

The Order is cited as the Copyright Irish 
Free State Order, 1930.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

Mr. McGovern. (Labour, Shettlesten), to- 
day achieved the distinction of being the 
first member of the House of Commons to be 
suspended during the new session. 

Before the incident which Ted to Mr. 
McGovern’s suspension, however, Mr. Maxton 
(Labour, Bridgeton), was the central figure 
in a lively scene. The occasion was the 
financial resolution for the purposes of the 
Education Bill; which raises the’ school-leav-

Mr. Maxton—Yon can give rulings when 
asked bv the Opposition.

WATERFORD’S SPLENDID HALL. 

In accordance with plan, Sandford, the

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

The hearing was res 1 of~the applica- 
tion by way of appeal the defendant in 
the case of Francis L 
road, Dublin, against the Very Rev. Michael 
Butler, D.D., P.P., Roundwood, Wicklow, 
the action having been brought in connection 
with the ssession of certain lands :n 
. Mount in, Co, Dablin, which - the 
defendant had held under lease from the late 
Mrs. Mary MaclInerney. 

The application was for an order striking 
out so much of an order of the High Court 
as decreed that certain paragraphs of the 
rejoinder in the pleadings should be struck 
out, the Court being of opinion that the 
defendant could not be heard in the High 
Court to impeach the validity of the Supreme 
Court. The appellant asked to be allowed to 
reinstate paragraphs, the costs of the motion 
to be wees for further or other order. 

The principal question involved in the 
appeal is whether the Land Commissioners, 
other than the Judicial Commissioner, Mr. 
Justice Wylie, and the Supreme Court in 
affirming his decision, had acted with or 
without jurisdiction. 

Mr, Fitzgerald, K.C.; Mr. G. Gavan Duffy, 
K.C., and Mr, Bb. McGuckin (instructed by 
Messrs. D. D. MacDonald and Co.) appeared 
for the appellant; Mr. Leonard, K.C.; Mr. 
Lavery, K.C., and Mr, P. T. McCarthy 
(instructed by Messrs. Daniel Purcell and 
Son), for the respondent, and Mr. V. Rice, 
K.C.; Mr. E, J. Kelly, K.C., and Mr, Joseph 
Healy (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) for the Attorney-General. 


“TAKEN HIS CHANCE.” 

Mr. Lavery, for the respondent, having 
referred to Mr, Duffy’s arugment in support 
of the appeal, said that the appellant had 
taken his chance in these proceedings 
throughout, and had been paid his costs, 
where the decision. of the Court had not. 
been in his favour, and the appellant, 
having failed in his case and re- 
ceived his costs, counsel now. submitted 
that the whole thing resulting in the different 
courts was ultra vires, the Land Commission 
‘and the judges having acted, in the appellant's 
opinion. without jurisdiction. 

Counsel submitted that the Land Commis- 
sion and judges had not acted without juris- 
diction, and that the appeal could not be 
sustained, 

Mr. Rice, for the Attorney-General, dealing 
with what were judicial acts, stated that a 
judicial act was any act which determined 
rights or imposed liabilities. A great many 
such acts were performed in Government dle- 
partments by officials who were not judges, 
and, if such acts were confined to judges, it 
would necessitate the appointment of an un- 
reasonable number of judges. There was a 
number of acts which were formerly exercised 
by officials in departments, and that fact was 
known to the Legislature when they passed 
the Constitution and when the Land Act of 
1923 was passed. He submitted that that 
method was an economical one in determining 
ordinary matters arising in the administration 
of the law. 

Mr. Kelly, on the same side, said that he 
should like to deal with this case from the 
point of view of its being merely a pleading 
motion and an appeal from an order of the 
High Court to allow a rejoinder to be 
delivered. » Pointing cut that the merits of this 
case were not such that the defendant should 
be allowed to contest the validity of the Irish 
Land Act, he suggested that their lordships 
should allow the action to be proceeded with 
on the pleadings. There was a second aspect 
of the case which was rather serious. He 
submitted that if the defendant succeeded in 
his appeal, he would have made a serious 
inroad on the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court, which the Constitution said was 
supreme. The supremacy of the Supreme 
Court, which, he added, was a very grave 
question, was involved in this motion. 

Coming to the Constitution, he suggested 
that Articles 2 and 64 should be read 
together, and similarly Articles 2 and 12, 
establishing the legislature. His suggestion 
was that neither the judicial power of the 
State nor the executive power of the State 
should be ‘put in such a close water-tight 
compartment that some of the functions 
should not overflow into an adjoining com. 
partment. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

RURAL COUNCIL’S APPEAL 
AGAINST DECREE. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND MR.

An appeal from a decree for £65 i0s. 
against the North Dublin Rural District 
Council in the Circuit Court was heard. The 

laintiffs were Peter and Cecilia Bremner, 
Middle Third, Killester, Co. Dublin, who 
sued the District Council to recover damages 
for personal injuries and loss sustained 
through the alleged negligence of defendants 
in having, near Killester, Howth road, left 
an excavation or trench without proper pro- 
tection or light, and as a consequence of 
which Cecilia Bremner, when going to visit 
some friends, fell into the hole and received 
the injuries in respect of which the plaintiffs 
sought to recover damages. A decree for 
£65 10s. was granted, and from that the 
defendants appealed, contending that the 
verdict was against the weight of evidence; 
that the Judge was wrong in point of law, 
and that the damages were excessive. They 
pleaded that the excavation into which the 
female plaintiff fell was properly lighted and 
fenced, 

The Court, without wild upon counsel 
for the plaintifís and respondents, dismissed 
the appeal with costs. :

It was admitted that the only .effective 
light the plaintiff had was an electric iorch 
on a bracket on the wind screen, and the 
morning, it was stated, was wet and stormy. 

Judge Shannon held that the defendant had 
been guilty of neghgence and that the plain- 
tiff had been = guilty of contributory 
negligence, but that the defendant, by the 
exercise of ordinary care, could have avoided 
the consequence of the plaintiff’s negligence, 
and accordingly the defendant was liable. 

Mr. W. L. Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. 
W. J. Keery) appeared for the appellant, and 
Mr. William Black (instructed by Mr. James 
Fagan) for the respondent. 

At the conclusion of ihe hearing, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that he had 
considerable hesitation about the case, in 
view of the way in which it had been argued 
by Mr. Sainsbury, but, on the whole, he 
thought that the decision of the Circuit 
Court Judge should be affirmed. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne agreed. 

The appeal, accordingly, was 
with costs.

CHARGE AGAINST 
DIRECTOR, 


ALLEGED CONFESSION 
IN BELFAST CASE.

An alleged coniession by the accused and 
a reduction of £300 in the amount of money 
involved, were features at the resumed heai 
ing in the Belfast Custody Court yesterday. 
before Mr. H. Toppin, R.M.. of the case 
against Alexander Doherty, 115 Cliftonpark 
avenue, a director and secretary of the New 
Northern Spinning and Weaving Co., Falls 
road. 

Doherty, who reserved his defence, was 
returned for trial to the Commission, on a 
charge of having within the last three years 
fraudulently converted £957 16s. 3d., the pro- 
perty of the company, to his own use. 

District Inspector Lynn prosecuted, and 
Mr. N. Tughan, who appeared for the 
accused, made no application for bail. 

CHAIRMAN’S EVIDENCE. 

Archibald Scott, J.P., Bangor, Chairman 
of the Board of Directors of the company, 
said that the accused was appowted secretary 
of the company in 1914, and cM¥ector in 1920. 
His duties were to have charge of the office, 
the staff and the correspondence, and to be 
responsible for all monetary transactions of 
the company. In consequence of what. Mr. 
Elliott, chartered accountant, told witness on 
October 21st he sent for Mr. Doherty the 
following day, and asked him to write two 
draft documents. The accused retired from 
the boardroom and later returned with the 
documents. One of the documents was the 
accused's resignation and the other was a 
contession of what he had done. 

Mr. Toppin asked District Inspector Lynn 
to read the document, which was as follows: 

I hereby acknowledge that T have taken 
without any authorisation from moneys be- 
longing to the New Northern Spinning and 
Weaving Co., Ltd., sums amounting to 
£1,257 16s. dd., or thereabouts, as temporary 
loans. I am accountable for these loans, 
and promise to return the total amount of 
indebtedness.
